(Currently Amended) A computer-implemented system for determining a 
valuation of a real estate property in an on-line computing environment, comprising: 
a property management services server, 

a plurality of databases coupled to the property management services server via a 
distributed computer network; and 

a plurality of client computers, each coupled to the distributed computer network, 
wherein , _ t he property management services server hostsjiestrng a valuation 
program module for calculating a valuation for a selected real estate property, 

wherejnjhe databases sjc^steriag real estate property-related data, including 
property comparables data for a plurality of real estate properties, [[and]] 

wherein each of the client comp ut ers represents * n entity that, in different from # 
least one entity represented hv another nne *f t h e client h^b, wherrin ^ 
different entity performs a different role in ft« valu a tion of a seW^ reaJ estate nrnp erry, 
and wherein each of t he client computers inoperable to access the valuation program 
module operating on the property management services server to input predetermined 
information about the selected real estate property in accmrW* ^t h the ml* ff f th» 
entity represented by the corresponding client m^ ,^ in support of a Valuation 
calculation for the selected real estate property, and 

wherein, responsive to receiving the input Redetermined information about the 
selected real estate property from at least tw„ of the polity ~f client cnmn „ tprg ,„ 
a ccordance with the role of the entity represented hv the ^ esnondinp ,.l^ t 
the valuation program module operating on the property management services server 
accesses the property data in at least one of the databases via the computer network to 
obtain comparables data relevant to the selected real estate property, calculates the 
valuation for the selected real estate property based on the input predetermined 
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information, and presents the valuation and the comparable data for the selected real 
estate property. 

2. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the client computers 
comprise: 

a tenant client computer representing a tenant ^ » r ^i a to input an evaluation 
oXevataate the selected real estate property for a potential purchase or lease; 

a lender client computer representing a len<W anrf to input sappert 

property financing requirements for the selected real estate property; 

a eito vioit agont client computer representine a site visit agent and n p^Mu to 
input an s apped on-site review and analysis of the selected real estate property, 

a Property opooialist client computer representing a property snerialist ^ 

operable to fflEUtjre^de property-related expertise information for in nmmnHi ttv 

the selected real estate property; and 

a deal agent client computer representing a deal agent and rv p^iA to input 
information regarding screening ne^tinp aT ,H ^ lYr nnjn t iritn nnf 1 cluju 

property-related transactions related to the selected real estate property. 

3. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 2, wherein the property 
specialist client computer M^Hapase* represents an ent ity selected from n nft 0 f : 
a property appraisal specialist cliont compute*; 
a property engineering specialist client computer; and 
a property environmental specialist cliont oomputoi. 

4- (Previously Amended) The system of claim 1, wherein the property 
management services server further comprises at least one program module for at least 
one property valuation tool. 
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5. (Previously Amended) The system of claim 4, wherein the at least one 
property valuation tool comprises at least one of; 

a property valuation tool operable to value an asset for the selected real estate 
property; 

a payback calculation tool operable to determine a profit from lease 
improvements, capitalization rates of property payments, and refinancing savings for the 
selected real estate property; 

a cash flow calculation tool operable to determine payment and loan amounts for 
the selected real estate property; and 

a space calculation tool operable to determine an amount of required office space 
in connection with the selected real estate property. 

6. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 5, wherein the payback 
calculation tool comprises at least one of: 

a lease improvement calculator operable to determine how muoh an amount of 
standard rent thatwill $upport buiIding stanckrd improvements for the selected real estate 
property and hew-eweh an amount of profit thatjs available from the standard 
improvements; 

a direct capitalization calculator operable to determine a capitalization rate of 
payments for the selected real estate property; and 

a refinancing calculator operable to determine refinance loan savings and 
breakeven terms for a property loan related to the selected real estate property. 

7. (Previously Amended) The system of claim 5, wherein the cash flow 
calculation tool comprises at least one of: 

a mortgage and amortization calculator operable to determine mortgage payments, 
principal payments, and interest payments for the selected real estate property; and 

an affordability calculator operable to determine a loan amount for the selected 
real estate property. 
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8. (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method for calculating an 
estimate of the value of a property, comprising the steps of: 

entering property details for a selected real estate p roperty ™m a program module 
operating on a server via a first one of a plurality of client computers operating in a 
distributed computing environment in support of a valuation calculation for the selerteH 
real , estate property, each of the client computers rep res enting an entity that is different 
from at least one entity represented bv a n other ons of the client computers, with each 
different entity performing a different role f q a valuation of the selected real «t a r„ 
property, and each of the client computers heme onerahle t o access the valuation prog ram 
module operating on the property mana g ement services server to input predetermined 
information about the selected real estate p r operty in accordance with the mle of th« 
entity represented bv the corresponding client comp ut er in support of the valuation 
calculati on for the selected real estate property; 

obtaining comparables data for the property by accessing at least one database 
accessible in the distributed computing environment, each database storing comparables 
data for a plurality of properties; 

entering capital expenses, mortgage details, and investment details for the 
property into the program module via at least a second one of the client computers 
operating in the distributed computer environment in accordance with the role of th. 
entity represented bv the corresponding client computer. 

determining a value for the property based on the property details, the 
comparables data, the capital expenses, the mortgage details, and the investment details; 
and 

presenting a report indicating the value for the property. 

9. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the mortgage 
details for the property comprise: 
a payment for the property; 
a rate type for the property; and 
a term for the property. 
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10. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 9, wherein the investment 
details for the property comprise: 

a price for the property; 

a future value for the property; and 

a discount rate for the property. 

11. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the step of 
presenting the report indicating the value of the property comprises electronically 
transmitting a valuation report comprising the value of the property to a plurality of ted 
parties the entities via corresponding ones of the client computers. 

12. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the step of entering 
property details comprises at least one of: 

evaluating the selected real estate property for one of a potential tenant purchase 
[[or]] and a potential t enant lease; 

supporting lender financing requirements for the selected real estate property; 
supporting on-site review and analysis of the selected real estate property by a site 
visit agent; 

providing property-related expertise information of a property specialist in 
connection with the selected real estate property; and 

providing deal agent information related to screening, negotiating, and 
closing property-related transactions related to the selected real estate property.

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14. (Previously Amended) The method of claim 8, wherein the step of 
determining a value for the property comprises: 

valuing an asset for the selected real estate property, 

determining a profit fiom lease improvements, capitalization rates of property 
payments, and refinancing savings for the selected real estate property, 

determining payment and loan amounts for the selected real estate property; and 
determining an amount of required office space in connection with the selected 
real estate property. 

15. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 1, further comprising a 
valuation report electronically transmitted to a plurality of third parties the entities fo r the 
selected real estate property.

(Currently Amended) A computer-implemented system for determining a 
valuation of a selected real estate property, comprising: 

a property management services server hosting a valuation program module for 
calculating a valuation for a selected real estate property, 

a plurality of databases coupled to the property management services server and 
storing real estate property-related data, including property comparables data for a 
plurality of real estate properties; and 

a plurality of client computers, wherein each of the client computers represents an , 
entity that is different from at least on* «n t itv represents bv another one of the client 
computers, wherein each different entity p erforms a different role in the valuation of a 
selected real estate property, and wh^ W, of the client commitere is np ^xu ^ 
input predetermined information about the selected real estate property into the valuation 
program module in accordance with the mle Q f the entity represented bv the 
c prrespondinR client computer in support of [[a]] ^valuation calculation for the 
selected real estate property, 

wherein, in response to receiving the input predetermined information about the 
selected real estate property from at least [[one]] two of the plurality of c lient computers 
in accordance with the role of the entity presented hv the corresponding client 
S W^s, 1,16 ^uation program obtains comparables data relevant to the selected real 
estate property from the property data in at least one of the databases, calculates the 
valuation for the selected real estate property based on the input predetermined 
information, and presents the valuation and the comparables data for the selected real 
estate property via at least two of the client computers. 
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18. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17, wherein the plurality of 
client computers comprises two or more of: 

a tenant client computer representing a tenant and o perate to input an evaluation 
of evalu at o the selected real estate property for one of a potential purchase [[or]] and a 
potential l ease; 

a leader client computer representing a lender and operate to input sappert 
property financing requirements for the selected real estate property, 

a oito visit agent client computer representing a ate visit agent arid n pre,M» to 
inp ut information regarding an s uggest on -site review and analysis of the selected real 
estate property; 

a p r op e rty gpooialiot client computer representing a property specialist an d, 
operable to inpuy»ev*ie property-related expertise information for i n nnnnnrt,™ „„>!, 
the selected real estate property; and 

a agent client computer representing a deal agent «,d n p^u to 
information regarding screening, negotiating and closing nf o^ M r^ntr^ , n , -t t 
property-related transactions related to the selected real estate property. 

19. (Previously presented) The system of claim 17, wherein the property 
management services server further comprises at least one program module for at least 
one property valuation tool. 
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20. (Previously presented) The system of claim 17, wherein the at least one 
property valuation tool comprises at least one of: 

a property valuation tool operable to value an asset for the selected real estate 
property; 

a payback calculation tool operable to determine a profit ftotn lease 
improvements, capitalization rates of property payments, and refinancing savings for the 
selected real estate property, 

a cash flow calculation tool operable to determine payment and loan amounts for 
the selected real estate property; and 

a space calculation tool operable to determine an amount of required office space 
in connection with the selected real estate property.
